Oil is the interpretation of the Sherman anti-trust 
law. Singularly enough this law was passed in 
1890, It ante-dates the era of -trusts and combi- 
nations. Corporations have expanded and grown 
to their present gigantic proportions under it and 
in spite of it. President Taft, a good lawyer, has 
said that it was a good enough law to put all the 
trusts out of business, Statesmen and judges, 
stumbling about the outskirts of the law, have 
been astounded at the results its strict enforce- 
ment would probably bring. Even while citing 
it as a remedy for’all trust evils, fear has been 
prevalent that its application would be disastrous. 

In his annual message in 1906 President Roose- 


velt said: 

Combination of onsite like combination of 
labor, is a necessary element in our present - 
industrial system. It is not possible to com- 
pletely prevent it; and ff it were possible, 
such complete prevention would do damage 

' to the body politic. 
In his decision in the Tobacco Trust case, 


Judge Lacombe said of this law: 

Following the several propositions which 
have been approved by successive majori- 
ties of the Supreme Court, this language 
is to be construed as prohibiting any ocon- 
tract.or combination whose direct effect is 
to prevent the free play of competition and 
thus tend to deprive the country of any num- 
ber of independent dealers, however small.

My. Wickersham, in a speech defining the at- 
titude of the Taft administration, said: } 
It ig to be hoped that the Supreme Court 
will, at an early date, authoritatively de- 
fine the full effect and scope of the Sher- 
man anti-trust law, and that if a construc 
tion should be given to it by that court as ~ 
far-reaching as some of the judges of the 
Court of Appeals.gave in the Tobacco case, 
Congress may so amend the act as to except 
from its provisions the ordinary agreements 
which are the necessary fesult of healthy 
business conditions, while still effectively 
prohibiting the creation of those far-reach- 
ing monopolies which are believed to be in- 
compatible with the wholesome growth and 

progress of the republic. 

‘The economic history of the country offers no 
parallel to the astonishing conditions in which a 
law, designed to prevent the destruction of com- 
petition, has lain dormant while the very evil to 
be prevented grew to unprecedented and intoler- 
able proportions; where custom has dulled the 
edge of opposition to the evil and there has risen

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the twentieth century. and the one hundred and 
twenty-third calendar year of the United States 
by issuing decisions upholding, in the New York 
World’s Panama libel case, and in the Bank De- 
posits Guarantee case, the rights of the states 
in our Federal Government as they have been 
maintained from the beginning and as: they were’ 
designed by the framers of the constitution. 

No other nation of consequence has lived so 
many years under an unbroken form. No other 
is so old. 

Not to speak of kingdoms of yesterday, lke 


‘| Norway, Montenegro and -Bulgaria, the greater 


continental nations are all new. France learned 
from us the lesson of freedom and has had seven 
changes of established government since ours 
began. The republic, 40 years old, has been the 
most enduring. . The. German empire dates from 
1871; its states were pulled to pieces by Napoleon, 
put together in 1815, changed and rechanged dur- 
ing the '48 revolution and after. The dual mon- 
archy of Austria-Hungary was founded in 1867. 
Holland and Sweden were rebuilt after Na- 
poleon’s fall and Belgium became independent 
in 1830. Italy will begin next month to cele- 
brate in Rome her fiftieth anniversary. Spain 
gave Europe in, 1812 the exaniple of a free consti- 
tution, but from that day until 1890 had no stable 
government. Republican Portugal is in its first 
year. All the Latin-American nations are less 
than a-century old. - The Umited States of Mexi- 
co dates from 1867; the United States of Brazil 
from 1889. The Dominion of Canada, a true 
nation, was born in 1867; Australasia and the 
United South Africa are much newer. 2 

Japan changed her governmental system with 
the fall of the Shogunate in 1868 and the adap- 
tion of the constitution in 1889. Turkey’s revo- 
lution is recent; so is the imperfect substitution 
of constitutional monarchy for despotism in 
Persia and Russia. “The New China” is no more 
than a phrase. All the Balkan states are new— 
Greece, the oldest, having been freed 82° years 
and under the present constitution 42 years; 
Switzerland boasts of being 600 years old; in. 
fact the government was overturned four times 
in the nineteenth century, the pregent form dat- 
‘ing from 1874. ~. 

The oldest: great nation of Burope, nominally, is 
the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland 
which goes back to Jan. 1, 1801. But since that date 
the fact if not the form of British government 
has utterly changed from oligarchy with a strong 
crown to a democracy with a scarcely more than 
nominal crown. Trevelyan in his “Life of Ma- 
caulay”’ says that the trouble of 1882 was ac- 
tually a rebellion “but so brief and bloodless that 
history does not recognize it as a rebellion at 
all.” It succeeded in practically every detail, but 
the revolution which the pliable unwritten con- 
stitution conceals is not yet complete. Now as 
it is since 1830, the British Government may be 
new once more within the year. 

As the oldest, firmest, most enduring nation, 
with central and local powers in stable equilib- 
rium so dramatically reaffirmed in the defeat 
of the New Nationalism at the polls and the de- 
fense of the Constitution in the courts, the great 
republic looks with keen interest upon the 
revolutions and ep enty of its — 
sisters.

Perhaps there ate those who will be inclined 
to amile and grow jocose over the plan of the 
Massachusetts Agricultural College looking tow- 
ard the production and handling of milk in this 
State by graduates from the very useful insti- 
tution at Amherst. But it is not chimerical; it 
merely calls for an extension of education along 
lines that the agricultural college is perfectly 
able to perform. And that it would do every 
community good, who can doubt? 

A great many of the problems of modern farm- 
ing have been solved by the agricultural schools. 
In the South. especially they have proved them- 
selves of inestimable value, and not even the most 
anciently conservative farmers would care to see 
them cease their work: Their constant experi- 
ments give the worker of the soil exactly what 
he needs, because failures are cast away and suc- 
cesses are handed over to him. 

College-bred milkmen will make the same ex- 
cellent record as agricultural school graduates 
have made in other lines of farm management.

Decision of Institute of France 
Against Women Doesn’t Bind 
Academy of Sciences.

PARIS, Jan. 7.—The Institute of France, com- 
prising five academies of which the Academie 
Francain is the most famous, met this week in 
solemn sesion to debate the question whether a 
woman should be admitted to membership. It 
was apropos of the candidature of Mme. Curie for 
the vacant seat in the Academy of Sciences, a 
seat once held by her famous husband. 

The question has deeply stirred France, for it 
involved the first big battle of feminism against 
‘ancient traditions. Rarely has a meeting of the 
‘Institute called out such a large attendance of its 
members. 

Prof. Emile Picard, a noted mathematician, 

spoke as the champion of women. There was no 
reason, he urged, why they shouldn’t be “im- 
mortal” as well as the men. 
He was opposed by Prof. Lavasseuer, a famous 
pelitical economist, who pleaded for the old tra- 
ditions, arguing that it wag against the rules of 
the Institute to admit women. His argument won 
the day. Ninety voted against admitting women; 
52 voted to admit them. 

The question is ‘not permanently settled, how- 
ever, for it was expressly stated that the Insti- 
tute had no power to regulate the conduct of its 
component academies. So notwithstanding the 
attitude of the Institute, the Academy of Sciences 
may elect Mme. Curie a member. It is believed to 
be the wish of a’ majority of the members of thé 
Academy of Sciences to honor Mme. Curte in this 
way, yet the vo‘s of the Institute will have great 
influence.

LONDON, Dec. 29.—Dozens of the women who 
helped to make the revised edition of the Ency- 
elopedia Britannica demonstrated, in one feature 
at least, at the dinner to the staff that they are 
doing their best to live up to the definition of 
woman which created much wonderment. in the 
first edition of this famous work. Miss Janet 
Hogarth, chief of the woman’s staff, quoted the 
definition in the course of a witty toast. It read

F WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—The silver 
service for which the people of St. 
Louis gave $1750 and which they 
presented to the city’s namesake, the 
United States cruiser St. Louis,.is no. 
longer in gervice. That is because 
the good ship St. Louis is no longer 
in service. 

When the ship was ordered out of 
commission the other day the silver 
service was turned over to the Unit- 
ed States naval storekeeper at Puget 
Sound for safe keeping, and it will 
be in his safe keeping until further 
notice, which may be forever. 

The St. Louis has an honorable rec- 
ord of duty well done in the Spanish- 
American war, but the navy has ho: 
use for her at the present titne, and 
whether she will ever again see active 
service is problematical. 

She is not to go to the scrap heap, 
as has been intimated. She is too 
valuable to be converted into junk. 
Ar4 there is a possibility that she 
may be ordered to fare forth next 
summer again under the nation’s flag, 
or she may be sold. 

If thé St. Louis is not. recommis-, 
sioned the people of St. Louis may be 
consulted as to the final ‘disposition of 
the silver service. "

The truth fs, this Dr. Underwood was

The man had used a chewing gum 
im much popular favor in this terri- 
tory.

How They Had Lived. 
’ Facing this mystery, the lives of 
all concerned must be examined. 

Grace Blosser and Charlie Twigg 
began life in the same little Mary- 
land city, Flinstone. 

There was also a boy, a few. years 
younger than Twigg, named Maurice 
Willison. But Grace was a mere tod- 
dler when these boys were rompers 
of about ten years of age. The Wil, 
lison family moved to Cumberland, 
so did the Blosser family. Then 
Twigg went to Keyser, W. Va., about 
eight years ago. Grace Wlosser and 
Maurice Willison became sweét- 
hearts. They remembered each other 
vaguely in Flinstone. But they be- 
came very good friends in Cumber- 
land, ang they were married. 

At the time Grace Elosser did not 
know of the existence of Charlie Twigg, 
save as Willison, who had. kept up a 
friendship with him, cordial, though des- 
ultory, may have told his wife about 
the friend from Flintstone who lived 
in Keyser. ‘ 

Willison was wild. He had ‘consider- 
able property and a prespereus livery 
stable when Miss Elosser became his 
bride, but he drove fast horses and— 
well, some three years after their mar- 
riage, Mrs. Willison became aware that 
he was paying attentions to a young 
woman of Cumberland. 

The scandal came when Willison 
eloped with this young weman. Young 
Mrs. Willison, however, was of a de- 
termined character. She fellowed the 
couple. She got a horse and buggy and 
drove ‘till she overtook. them in a road 
not far from Cumberland. 

Menaced Eloping Husband With Whip 

She drove ahead, wheeled the wagon 
land blocked the road and she got out 
and, whip in hand, ordered Willison and 
the girl to get out also. She made them 
walk to the nearest tewn. She herself, 
@reve her own bugsy with the other 
bugsy hitched behind, and followed 
them. Then she got in communication 
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with her lawyers and a divorce rollowed 
rapidly. - | ‘ 

' Willison married this young woman 
and they now live in Cumberland. They 
have a child. But all this was four 
years ago. There were’ many rumors 
that Grace Ellosser, though she as- 
sumed her maiden name after the di- 
vorce, remained on friendly terms with 
her husband. But this has been clear- 
ly and satisfactorily disproved. 

He had given her a pretty, lively 
spotted pony that she drove to a sniart 
trap. In the breaking up of her house- 
held she sold everything but kept: the 
pony, of which she had become ‘very 
fond. In Cumberland she was, known 
by the spotted peny as she drove smart- 
ly through the streets. 

The Elosser family are originally 
Pennsylvania Dutch. They are thrifty. 
They have substantial property hold- 
ings.. But the girls of the family would 
not remain idling at home. — 

Of course, the eldest, Mrs. See, had 
her’ household to care for. Grace, after 
her divorce, took a position as book- 
keeper in a department store. 

Pretty Sister a Scheol Teacher. 

The .younger sister, May, became a 
school teacher. May is very pretty. She 
is about 25 years old, and résemblies 
Grace in the matter of brown hair and 
fine gray eyes, and a bewitching smile, 
but has not so. much of Grace’s aplomb, 
vivacity and winning qualities of per- 
sonality. 

Matters stood in thts fashion last Oc- 
tober, when they went to the Cumber- 
land county fair and races. Twigg was 
there in his motor car and with his 
peach crop roll to wager on the races. 
He won. He was having a fine time. 
He was introduced to the Elosser sis- 
ters. 

He liked both from the very instant 
of the introduction. ' He began immedi- 
ately inviting them to ride in his motor 
car.« The meeting and all subsequent 
arrangements were according to con- 
vention. .He was properly introduced.

There is an entrance 
to the parlor, where Grace and Twigg 
wére sitting, directly from the street. 

Outsider -Could Have Entered Room. 

An outsider could have entered the 
parlor without Mr. and Mrs. ‘Elosser 
being at all aware of it. The other 
entrance to the parlor is by a door that 
leads into bedroom and thence to the 
dining room which had the door con- 
nection with the grocery. 

Also right behind this back doorway 
into the parlor is the landing of the 
stairway leading to the bedrooms above. 
May Elosser, it being Saturday, was not 
attending school. It was at first said 
that she was helping her sister with her 
wedding dresses. May herself says, 
however, that about that time she was 
taking a bath. She says at no time did 
she‘go down this stairway to visit the 
lovers. 

The investigation that followed re- 
vealed that cyanide of potassium might 
easily be-obtained by almost any per- 
son in Cumberland. There is a ‘dye 
works that used the poison by the 
pound, and it naturally passes through 
many hands. Then came the story of 
the discovery by Harlan Norris, an % 
year-old boy, who. says he peered 
through the doorway and saw Grace 
and Twigg holding glasses in their 
hands. He fixes this at a time when 
both, according to the doctors, had been 
dead for at least 15 minutes. 

Boy Witness’ Story Rejected, 

The clenched hands—as they would 
not have been clenched if the glasses 
had been taken from their hands after 
death—threw doubt onthe lad’s story. 

But the State’s Attorney and Coroner 
got back to the theories that some per- 
son went. into the room, either by the 
street entrance that leads directly into 
the parlor, 'or from the rear of the 
house, and offered Grace and Twigg 
some drink, wine or something of the 
sort in celebration of their approaching 
nuptials, and that both unsuspectingly 
lifted glasses and took, unwittingly, 
their death potions, while the murderer, 
lifting a glass merely to the lips, snd-

CINCINNATI, Jan. 71.—The Natienal 
Baseball] Commission’s decision today in 
regard to world champion teams playing 
exhibition games is as follows: 

Hereafter it will not be permissible 
for the major league club winning 
the world’s championship series to 
participate in any exhibition games 
during the year in which such series 
has been played; the victorious club 
being required to disband itmmedi- 
ately after the series has been com- 
pleted. 

The question of major league clubs 
playing exhibition games, efther be- 
fore or after the commencement of 
the playing season or during the 
playing seasen, will be left in the 
hands of various major league club 
owners in accordance with the uni- 
form contracts entered into with 
their players and the rules govern- 
ing the Nationa) Commission.

Here’s how Mr. Timothy feels about it: 

*“T heave taken part in.a good many 
ring bouts. The worst injury I ever re- 
ceived was a bloody nose, a blackened 
eye and: now and then my think tank 
would be badly befuddled for a few sec- 
onds by a stiff wallop to the head. I 
have also had the wind jelted almost 
completely out of me by stomach wal- 
lopa. i 

“But tn the ring you do not actually 
feel the punches te any extent. A man 
ean ‘stall’ for a few seconds and come 
back almost as strong as ever. Then he 
gets a minute’s rest after he has been 
working for three minutes. Another 
great help is that he knows he is going 
to box only 3, 6 WW 16 or, say, 2@ 
rounds. 

Boxer Can Regulate Pace. 

“If he feels himself losing strength, 
he knows that he can regulate his work 
se as to save his strength to go the full 
route, The only fight I ever lost was 
to Everett Gray, the Edwardsville 
scrapper. : 

“T had previously knocked out a 
long string of amateurs and often 
wondered how it felt. Well it was 
my first professional fight and I was 
a bit green. Gray worked that old 
trick of dashing out of his corner 
at the tap of the gong in the first 
round, He caught me a terrific clip 
on the jaw. It didn’t hurt a bit 
About the next thing I knew, I was 
sitting in a chair in my corner and 
my seconds were sousing cold water 
on my face. I felt a bit shaky for 
a few minutes and then recovered. 

“The only ill effects I ever felt 
later, was the next day, when my 
jaws were a little bit stiff. I went 
on at the ‘pro’ game and knocked out 
Jimmy Dunn in two rounds at Terre 
Haute, Ind. Next I fought ‘Kentucky’ 
Jim Smith at Cairo and I sent him to 
sleep in four rounds. ot being able 
to get matches, I turned wrestler. 

“I first took a whirl at Al Wasém. 
Waseem ig fast and clever. I did not’ 
know much about the game at the 
time and was on the defensive. War- 
gem gave me a terrific mauling. The 
bout was called a draw when Was- 
em was unable to throw me in one 
heur and 15 minutes. 

Hung On for Twe Hours. 

“The next day I felt like a steam 
roller had been going all cover me. 
Sti; I went back against Wasem 
for more. This time I did better.

Two grinning and dirty-faced féllows 
last Friday morning shot down Broad- 
way, New York City, in a very much 
dirtier car.

AT PACIFIC MAIL: 


Amendments to Mann Bill Will 
Deny the Free Passage of 
Company’s Ships. 

By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan.™7.—Atming a 
blow directly at railroad-owned steam- 
ships ‘engaged in American coastwise 
trade, the Senafe Committee on Inter- 
oceanic Canals today adopted amend- 
ments to the Mann bill to provide for 
governing the Canal zone and for the. 
regulation of the Panama Canal itself. 

The chief amendment was introduced 
by Senator Flint, chairman, and is de- 
signed to encourage the establishment 
of lines of independent commerce ships. 

The amendment authorizes the Presi- 
dent to fix the freight and passenger 
charges for using the canal; freight 
charges are limited to not less than 
50 cents nor more than $150 a 
net ton. It is provided also that no 
charges shall be paid for ships in bal- 
last nor for vessels owned or operated 
for or on account of the United States 
or for merchant ships of the United 
States engaged in the costwise trade for 
this country.» 

A proviso is added, however, that the 
exemptions shall not apply to any ves- 
sel in coastwise trade which is owned 
in whole or in part or which is con- 
trolled directly or indirectly by any rail- 
road .company. ’ 

The proviso refers especially to such 
railroad companies as seek to avoid or 
reduce the effect of the competition of 
ocean traffic between Eastern and 
Western seaboards of the United States 
on transcontinental railway rates. 

The effect of the amendment would 
be to deny free passage of the canal 
to the ships of the Pacific Mail Steam- 
ship Co. or any line which has connec- 
tion with transcontinental railroads. 

Another proviso would authorize the 
United States to take for its own use 
any vessel which accepts free toll and

Poison They Divided Caused 
Mabel’s Death. 

HER LIFE IN BALANCE 

Physicians Fear If she. Should 


Lose Interest in Future, It 
Will Be Fatal. 





With the tide of life at such a low 
ebb that attending physicians are 
fearful a mere adverse effcrt of her 
will may cause it to recede forever, 
pretty Isabella Boisseau, 18 years old, 
asks solicitously through parched 
lips from her bed at the city hospital 
whether the crisis in her sister 
Mabel’s condition has passed.” 

“Courage will pull you. through,”’ 
the physician told Isabella when she 
had regained consciousness after 
swallowing half of the contents of a 
20-cent bottle of carbolic acid. Mabel 
drank the other half. Mabel is dead 
but Isabella does not know it. : 

Isabella undérstands that if she is 
to live she must désire to live. A 
pathétic but triumphant flicker of a 
smile appears in her eyes each time 
she whispers the question to the 
nurse or doctor:

The physicians say Isabella is one.

Isabella was devoted to Mabel, who 
was 17 years old, and when the lat- 
ter became.ill she took her from the 
home of her father where she did not 
think she got proper treatment, so 
that she might care for her herself. 
Adversity balked the sisters, how- 
ever, and they decided to kill them- 
selves, 

They took seats at a refreshment

Made Resolution Week ‘Age. 

“We decided to kfll ourselves a 
wek ago,” Isabella said at fhe hos- 
pital yesterday, “if chance did net 
favor us within a few days: When we 
had to abandon our room at 2739 
Locust street Friday we knew the 
time had comé. We had been out-of 
work for two weeks. _At every fac- 
tory they~told us they could not em- 
ploy inexperienced girls. 

“In the evening w@ were walking 
on Franklin avenue and noticed a 
drug store that had a young woman 
clerk. We entered and asked her 
for 20 cents worth of acid. I had 
that much money left to pay for it. 
She asked us what we wanted it for 
and we said for a disinfectant. We 
could not go back to our room, but 
we knew we would get glasses of 
water at a drug store if we asked for 
ice cream.” 

Isabella and Mabeit were two of 
seven children whose mother died ten 
years ago. Afterwards they lived 
with an older .married sister unti! 
she died and then Mabel was put in 
the Glen Addie Orphan Asylum in 
Isast St. Louis, while Isabella was 
adcpted by Mrs. A. Tettar of 644 
North Sixth street, East St. Louis. , 

Isabella Feared Tuberculosis. 

Two of the older sisters of the girls 
had died from tuberculosis, and'Isa- 
bella was greatiy agitated last 
October when she_ learned that 
Mabel had been at Mt. St. Ré@se 
Hospital to be treated for tubercu- 
losis. Mabel had been at the home of 
her father at Edgemont. Isabella told 
Mrs. Tettar that she would have to 
leave her so that she could take Mabel 
to St. Louls and care for her.» 

Since October the two sisters have 
led a precarious existence in St. Louis. 
Isabella got work from time \to time 
but she could not earn enough to sup- 
port both, and the delicate Mabel 
rarely found employment. Isabella last 
worked tn . Franklin avenue candy 
store for $4 a’ week. 

Isabella was disappointed when her 
foster-father, .Hubert ‘Jettar, left her 
nothing when he died last July.

Monday’s Meeting to Decide 


Whether Law Making Will 
Be Delayed. 


MANY PLANS SUGGESTED 
| 
Hadley Suggests Getting Writ 
for Kortjohn and Throwing 
Matter Into Court.. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Pest- 
Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 71.—The Dem- 
ocratic members of the General Assem- 
bly, at a caucus to be held Monday aft- 
ernoon, will decide whether all legisla- 
tive business is to be suapended pend- 
ing the outcome of the Bradbury- Wight- 
man contest over the office of Raflroad 
Commissioner. 

Attorney-General Major will present to 
the caucus an opinion defining the pow- 
ers of the General Assembly in the con- 
test. It is understood here that the 
Attorney-General will hold that the As- 
sembly has full power ro hear 
and to open such ballot boxes as ft de. 
sires, and that the parties to the con- 
test must abide by the decision reached 
by the Assembly. 

The Democratic leaders in both 
branches of the Assembly have de- 
clared that they are opposed to delay- 
ing legislation, but that they will hear 
the contest if the Attorney-General says 
they have the power. — 

Plan to Subpena Kortjoka. 

Gov. Hadley had ea conference teday 
with Speaker Barker and sugested that 
the Legislative Canvassing Committee 
issue a subpena for Chairman Kort- 
john of the St. Louis Election -Board to 
produce all poll books, registration 
books and ballot boxes. Under the Haéd- 
ley plan Kortjohn is to refuse to pro- 
duce the records. He 1s then to be cited 
by the General Assembly for contempt, 
and he will obtain a-writ of habeas 
corpus from the Supreme Court. 

Uhder that plan the Supreme Court 
will speedily determine the powers of 
the Assembly in the contest. If the 
court decides the Assembly has the 


‘power, the contest will then be pushed. 


Under the Constitution, the Assembly 
is prohibited from proceeding with any 
other business, except the election of a 
United States Senator, until the elec- 
tion returns are canvassed. This censti- 
tutional question has never been given 
judicial interpretation. 

Gliver Would Go on With Work, 

Senator Oliver. chairman of the Can- 
vassing Committee, and one of the Dem- 
ocratic leaders, said today he favored 
proceeding with other 
having @ mandamus suit. brought to 
test that section of the Censtitution. 
Senator as Oliver believes there is much 
business which can be transacted with- 
out danger, and he, with Speaker Bar- 
ker, Senator Humphrey, Representative 
Simmons, Representative Sosey and oth- 
ers, believes in proceeding with busi- 
ness. 

Representatives Phelps and Furris, 
who are looked upon by many Dermo- 
crats as being something of insurgents. 
have been quietly urging that ft would 
be better to let the office go fo Wight- 
man, a Republican, than to tie up the 
Assembly for several weeks. 

Both publicly expressed themselves as 
in favor *of permitting Wightman to 
take his seat) and later, if Bradbury !s 
found to have been elected, to seat 
Bradbury. Other attorneys have ex- 
presged doubt that this could legally be 
done. 

Netther Willing to Seat the Other 

Bradbury .rejected a similar proposi- 
tion made to him by Wightman, and 
Wightman rejected a ceunter proposi- 
tion that Bradbury be seated pending 
the outcome of the contest. 

When the Assembly convenes Mon- 
day, Wightman will request that if the 
ballet boxes in St. Louis are opened. 
the ballots in 42 strong Democratic 
counties be examined. He contends the 
evidence of fraud in these counties is 
strenger than in St. Louis. Included in 
these 42 counties is Kansas City, which 


this Year gave Democratic majorities 


ranging from 6000 to 10,000. 

Discussing this prepositien today, Sen- 
ator Oliver said: 

‘If Mr. Wightman can set out geod 
reasons for believing there were irreg¢- 
ularities in the dlectieon in 4ifferent 
counties the committee should certainly 
make the same investigation there tha’ 
it makes in St. Louis. 

“On merely a wholesale charge of 
fraud without’ specifications, I should 
gay the committee weuld not be justi- 
fied in epening the boxes. A contest 
is a great expense te the State and 
there is no occasion te make investiga- 
tions in a county unless there is good 
reason to ‘delieve ties will be 
found.” 

Can Not Affect Judgeships. 

There has been considerable discus 
sion among members as to what would 
be the effect on other offices if the 
Canvassing Cemmittee sheuld threw 
eut the entire vote in St. Louls. Mem- 
bers see a peculiar situation in the pos- 
sibility that the committee might throw 
out the entire vote in the Railroad Com- 
missioner case, while the Supreme

The year has started in the 8t. Louis 
realty market with decided energy in 
all parts of the business district and in 
many residential sections.

the indications being that the greater 
volumfe of the dividend disbursements 
will flow into these channels. — 

The, railroads promise to be as big 
factors in market developments during 
1911 as they were in 1910 when the 
purchases of the M., K. & T., the Cot- 
ton Belt and the Burlington materially 
increased the volume of business. The 
transfers to the railroads during 1910, 
however, were recorded at nomi - 
ures and did not help the aggregate, 
although the money swelled the tide 
of capital In the realty market.

Markets Are Dull, Prices Low 
and Planters Are Not Selling — 
at Figureg Offered. 





The new year opened With the cotton 
market awaiting for something to turn 
up. Dullness seems to reign throughout 
the trade. The only thing in prospect 
which may tend to affect values is the 
Department of Agriculture's report of 
cotton ginned to Jan. 1, which will be 
issued Jan. 10, at 10 a. m., Eastern time. 

From private reports it appears that 
ginning during the period covered by 
this report wag rather heavier than ex-~- 
pected and current forecasts of the Gov- 
ernment figures make the total ginned 
around 400,000 bales as compared with 
289,000 bales last year. This would bring 
the total for the season up te Jan. 1 to 
about 11,100,000 bales. The increase in 
ginning is accounted for by the fact 
that bolls, which were thought killed by 
the freeze the end ‘of October, are o 
ing up. It is variously estimated that 
the opening of these bolls will increase 
the yield 200,000 to 300,000 bales above ex- 
pectations, 

South Not Selling. 

It’ is not hard to gee that the 
South is determined not to sell any 
cottton under 15 cents. Consequent- 
ly the decline in futures put a quietus 
on spot cotton busines inasmuch as 
the mills wanted to buy-at the de- 
cline and holders of spot cotton fe- 
fused to meet it. 

It is noted that notwithstanding 
the innumerable dispatchés from 
spinning centers—Fall River partic< 
ularly—reporting daistressingly poor 
trade during the year, the average 
dividend of Fall River cotton mills 
for 1910 wag slightly over 6.8 per 
cent. It must be remembered, too, 
that this is actual dividend. It has 
been the custom with the mills to 
declare big dividends and place a 
large amount of the year’s earnings 
into surplus’or other fund. 

The drouth in the Southwest appears 
4o have been generally relieved. Good 
soaking rains have fallen in practically 
au sections of Texas and Oklahoma. 
Severely cold weather prevailed in these 
states during the week. Oklahoma City 
reported a temperature of 8 degrees be- 
low zero Tuesday Lnorning. 

Amount of American cotton brought 
into sight for the week was 292,363 bales, 
compared with. 257,661 bales the same 
week last year. The present total visi- 
ble supply is 6,363,000 bales, versus 5,013,-

Sir Thomas was something of a rover. He 
owned a fine three-masted yacht Lancashire 
Witch, and touring-around the world he dropped 
anchor in Frisco harbor one Juné morning. He 
became a guest at the Snaron mansion and be- 
fore he put to séa again Florence Sharon had 
said the fateful ‘‘yes.” 

Following. their marriage with its attendant 
banquet, which California still reéalls when it 
thinks of-splendor, Sir Thomas and his bride 
went to England to live: The Hesketh estate is 
in Northamptonshire. It is called Easton Neston. 
It came to Sir Thomas through the honorable line 
leading, back to the Ear! of Pomfret. The Earl 
owed his possession of it to the influence of 
William Summers, who was fool and jester of 
King Henry the Highth. 

Lady Hesketh had two sons, both soldiers. The 
lieutenant of Lancers who apparently disappeared 
was .he younger.

Last year, German potash was sold to the extent of $35,000,000, 
about one-fifth of which was bought by the United States. As the best 
we can do in the way of mineral fertilizer from the home supply is in 
phosphates and other lime compounds, we must go to Germany for the 
potash compounds needed to restore overworked soil and to reclaim 
worn-out farms. This is in addition to what is needed for gunpowder 
and the other uses of the salts of potash. 

The census of 1910 shows a belt of ‘overworked, or exhausted, 
farms, nning in Maine and stretching across the country to the 
western line of Iowa, with the counties which include these farms 1los- 
9 population instead of gaining it. Maine’s improved acreage is report- 
ed by the census of 1910 as decreasing by 29,000 in ten years. 

Iowa lost 11,792 in the number of its farms in the. ten — years. 
Other states between Maine and Iowa suffered in the same way by the 
the removal of thousands of families from overworked lands, where 
the cost of fertilizer, added to taxes and other expenses, made them 
lose hope. 

‘As it is said that 100 pounds of nitrate fertilizer on one acre will 
add 12 bushels of wheat, the hope of reclaiming these millions of acres 
of overworked land and of keeping American farms now long-culti- 
vated up to their average money-producing power of the past, de- 
pends on a better supply of mineral fertilizer than is now in sight. 
Hence the search for potash compounds, among which the nitrates 
are the strongest restorative for exhausted lands.

They do make “nitrates” from the 
air by the ton, and these nitrates 
may be as good for fertilizing the 
ground as any found in nature. 

But nitrates found in nature may 
be cheap enough for use by the ton 
on the poor land of a poor farmer, 
while their general use may still give 
enormous profits to those who con- 
trol the supply. The manufacture of 
nitrate fertilizer from the air is a 
miracle in its way, but as it is scien- 
tific, scientific processes are still too 
costly \to put the atmospheric nitrate 
factories in competition with the 
mines. The manufacture of air ni- 
trates thus far is doing little -more 
than to show the great increase in 
the demand, with no natural supply 
in sight except in Germany and 
South America. : 

Between these tnere is an import- 
ant difference, as the South American 
nitrate beds give nitrate of soda in- 
stead of potash. Potash is a valuable 
fertilizer which makes potash nitrates 
dotibly valuable. This is why the 
German potash mines are described 
as “an‘unparalleled national é¢reas- 
‘ure.” 

There is potash enough in Western 
soil to supply hundreds of thousands 
of tons a year, but it exists generally 
only in fractions of 1 per cent. We 
can manufacture potash and potash 
nitrate easily enough, but the cost is 
too great and it will remain so until 
we find such greaf fields of concen- 
trated mineral] potash as are now en- 
riching Germany. 

‘Mineral fertilizers aré syndicated 
and combined es soon as they are 
found in the United States in paying 
quantities. Now operations of that 
kind have been going on in the last 
few months. : :

What Potash Means in Cotton Values 


(Reported December 14, 1910, by Superintendent S. E. Roberts 
of the Tennessee Experiment Station.) 


On one plat no fertilizer was applied, and the yield was 930 
pounds of cotton, whfch was sold for $46.50. On another plat 200 
pounds of acid phosphate and fifty pounds of potash were applied, 
and a yield of 1150 pounds of seed cotton was secured. This was sold 
for $57.50. The fertilizing with the phosphorus and potash cost 
$3.05, which left a net gain from using the fertilizer of $7.95. Ona 
third plat 200 pounds of acid phosphate, 50 pounds of potash and 
105 pounds of nitrate of soda were applied, and a yield of 1520 pounds 
were secured. This was sold for $76. The fertilizer cost $6.03, which 
left a net gain of $27 over the plat upon which no fertilizer had been

The answer is first that the very 
thing which makes them so valuable, 
makes them hard to find. If the fer- 
tilizing salts of potash did not dis- 
solve easily in water they would not 
be fit for plant food. As they do 
dissolve easily, they are carried far 
and wide through the soll and great 
beds of them are found only under 
such fortunate conditions as in Ger- 
many, where they were protected 
from all surface water. 

They move about through water, 
trickling through the soil as easily 
as natural gas would. move through 
the air if allowed the chance. This is 
the first “pointer” in looking for 
potash mines. They are hard to find 
but they are not more so by nature 
than natural gas fields, where the gas 
has been shut in for thousands of 


years. 

The next/‘sign” in our favor is that 
the most valuable kinds of potash 
are most apt to be found where deep 
sea water has acted thousands of 
years ago, leaving salt and other de-

The signs of salt are not hard to 
find when they are looked for on the 
map of the West, issued by the 
Geological Survey for the period dur- 
ing which the Ozark Mountains were 
an island, with the sea, stretching 
West and in all directions for thous- 
ands of souare miles. This same sea 
certainly left potash beds as natural 
gas lakes have been left by the same 
causes which removed. the sea.

In a general way where eoal and 
natural gas, salt and sulphur are 
found, as they have been left by their 
geological “ages,” potash 
salts can be found by knowing the

long. Rock salt is one of the plainest 


signs. 

On both sides of the Mississippi 
River, from St. Louis to New Or- 
leans, we have signs enough and to 
spare. But all these signs count only 
where there is not water enough pas- 
sing through the soil to make it hard 
for great deposits to be found.

One of the original members, the Rev. fF a 
Solomon, was a preacher and served as their 
pastor for several years until his death.

The Waldensians are a very religious people 
who get their name from Peter Waldo of Lyons, 
France, converted about 1170-in a settlement of 
people in the mountains of Northern Italy, who 
claimed that the: scriptures had been handed 
down to their ancestors by the Apostie Paul. 

He secured quite a following of the peasants 
located.in the Alpine valleys of Piedmont, Dav- 
ee and Provence, partly in France and partly 
n y. 


The Papal Court sent numerous expeditions 
against them but they survived until the Reform- 
ation when they gladly united with the. French 
and Swiss reformers and enjoyed the moral and 
material support of their Protestant brethren in 
other lands. ) 

Their narrowest escape from total extermina- 
tion was in 1618 when Louis XIV, having, as he 
supposed, rooted out Protestantism. in France 
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7:

persuaded the Duke of Savoy to destroy all}‘in his 
territory. Thousands were thrown into prison 
and hundreds were slain, but the few. refugecs 
left in the fastnesses of the mountains made 
themselves so terrible to the surround'ng popu- 
lation that the Duke granted to thera and to their 
brethren in prison permission ‘to retire peaceably 
into Switzerland. Oliver Cromwell interfered to 
save them, and his secretary, Milton, wrote tne 
sonnet “On the Late Massacre in Piedmont.” 

Three years later they returned to Italy. In 
the course of the following spring’ Lovis XIV 
quarreled with the Duke of Savoy, who was only too 
glad to obtain the help of his Vaudois subjects. 
He’ was sheltered for a time among them and in 
return he accorded them’ a certain’ amount of 
tolerance. At length, in 1848, the disabilities 
which had attached’to them ever sinee the days 
of persecution, were swept away by Charles Al- 
bert, King of Sardenia, “the founder of modern 
Italian liberties.” : 


The Vaudois, or Waldensians, keep to the 
French language for their religious ser¥ices. The 
practice goes back to a visitation of plague in 
the seventeenth century when all of the Italian 
pastors died and it was needful to send for pas- 
tors to Switzerland who only knew French. 

Such is the early religious history of the Wald- 
ensian Church, whose membership today numbers 
about 20,000. In the Monett colony the- church 
is the religious and social center of the settle- 
ment. 

Probably in no other church are -the children 
so closely identified with the organization. 
Modern revivals are not necessar:’ to arouse them 
to making a choice for the church. 

The church organization is affiliated with the 
Carthage Presbytery, Rev, Mr. Knotter: says 45 
a matter of convenience more than for any 
choice between Protestant denominations.

Courdine, has survived, and he is affectionately 
called “Uncle David” by everyone in the colony. 
He is 77 years old and has set a good example
